Preceding Kalakaua, with the exception 
of Lunalilo, there had never been any king 
that was pot of the pure blood of the Ingh 
chiefs. In their original state, the highest 
chiefs had absolute disposition of life and 
death among the Hawaiians and alone 
possessed the mysterious authority of the 
taboo. They were much larger and 
tiner looking men that the ordinary natives 
were often taken by some early navigators 
for a different race. When Ixalakaua was 
elected king, the natives broke out in riot- 
ing iu Nonelulu and he was en!y installed 
by the forces of foreign powers. Ile 
named Liliuokalani as his successor to the 
throne.

Washington, November 15.--The chief-in- 
terest in the Hawaiian situation now sur 
rounds the instructions given to Minister 
Willis, and the contents of the cipher mes- 
sage Which was received after the arrival 
of the China. While the same answer re- 
guarding instructions to foreign ministers 
is made at the state department that such 
instructions are never luade public, vet it 
seems that from time to time, something 
come out. A number of the people 
are quite familiar with some important 
features of the instructions. There is, no 
doubt of Minister Willis being instructed to 
make the restoration of the queen condition- 
al upon full amnesty being granted ty the 
nen engaged in the revolution to over- 
throw the queen. Minister Willis, it is ex- 
pected, was instructed to insist upon this 
because the president feels that the revau- 
tion would not have occurred 
without the co-operation of this govera- 
ment through the late Minister Stevens.

existence. After having righted what 
considered a wrong done by this govern- 
ment. the United States would assume the 
same policy of non-interference in the af- 
fairs of other powers. 

It is thought that the queen was ready 
to comply with the suggestion that she ask 
the members of the provisional govern- 
ment to-aid her, because her friends. no 
doubt, believed that she could more easily 
sustain herself by having the assistance 
of those who were prominent in the reyo- 
lution. The members of the provisiona] 
xovernment Would be willing. it is believed 
to take such positions because it would 
give them just the power they would wish 
in case they desired to take part in another 
reva@ution which is possible if there js no 
provision made to sustain the queen after 
she is restored. 

Bayonets Behind Her. 


It is upon the yet unpublished report of 
Mr. Blount that the administration de- 
pends for a complete vindication of its at- 
titude.

‘hose best qualitied to speak for Presi- 
dent Cleveland have expressed great con- 
fidence that the ex-Queen Liliiokulani has 
already been restored to her throne ao later 
than last Wednesday. The equal confident 
assertions of those best acquainted with 
the character and resources of the pro- 
visional government that she certainly 
could not have been restored without the 
use of force, has made no difference, ap- 
parently, in the contidence of those who 
claim: that she has been restored. 
Did He Call inthe Marines? 

This has led to the inference that Min- 
ister Willis’s instructions were to employ 
force, if necessary, to accomplish the 
purpose for which he was sent and that 
the marines were probably landed in Hon- 
oluiu on Wednesday, if any objection was 
offered by the provisional government to the 
programme he proposed. 

The rather cordial reception accorded ves. 
terday by Secretary Gresham to Minister 
Thurston's official call. and the formal ac- 
knowledgment of the  wunsevered rela- 
tion between the legation and the govern- 
ment, make it seem incredible that instrue- 
tions could have been given to land the 
marines in Honolulu for the purpose of ag- 
gression upon the government which Mr. 
Thursten represents. No fnformation cen 
be secured on ‘the subject, but the belief is 
growing that Minister Willis’s instructions 
did not inelude the CMON ment of torce, 
The confidence of those near the president 
that the queen has been alreay restored, 
ix thought to be due to their belief that the 
provisional government would yield immedi- 
ately to the suggestion of the United States 
Ininister, that the present government had 
terminated and that the sovereignty thereof 
reverted to the queen and her government. 

It is now believed that Minister Willis’s 
instructions are, if the provisional govern- 
ment refuses to yield to his suggestion, 
to wait for further orders. If this is true, 
the steamship Australia, which is to arrive 
at San Francisco on Saturday, may bring 
word that President Dole is still at the 
head of the government.

Dr. Bryant Emphatically Denies the Report 
That the President Went to Have an 
Operation Performed. 


New York, November 15.—(Special.)— 
President Cleveland, unexpected, except by 
the proprietor of the Victoria hotel and a 
few personal friends, arrived in New York 
at an early hour this morning. He came on 
from Washington on the night express over 
the Pennsylvania railroad. Mrs. Cleveland 
did not accompany the president, but Sec- 
retary and Mrs. “Dan” Lamont made the 
trip with him. The party left Jersey City 
in a carriage and were driven direct to the 
Victoria Arriving there the presi- 
dent and the Lamonts went to the rooms 
on the second floor facing Fifth avenue, 
usually occupied by them, and after remov- 
ing the stains of travel partook of a light 
breakfast in one of the rooms of the presi- 
dent's suite. 

After reading the papers for an hour the 
president ordered a carriage and informing 
no one except Mr. and Mrs. Lamont of his 
destination, drove off up Fifth avenue. 
There were no callers at the hotel for the 
president during his morning stay. He left 
word that to all inquirers at the office only 
one answer should be given, and that was 
that he was here on purely personal busi- 
hess, 

The occasion for all this mystery in 
Which the president chose to sjroud his 
movements was not apparent. It had one 
effect, however, which Mr. Cleveland had 
not perhaps anticipated. It caused those 
who were aware of his arrival to suppose 
that perhaps his condition was such that he 
had resolved upon having another operation 
of some kind performed jin secret. Dr. 
Joseph D. Bryant, Mr. Cleveland's physi- 
cian, said that Mr. Cleveland’s health was 
all right and that any. contrary statement 
wis au falsehood, ttle short of criminal, 

The president dined with Dr. Bryant to- 
night in company with I. C. Benedict. No 
explanation was made and only common- 
place remarks concerning Mr. Cleveland's 
health were exchanged.

THIS MAY END IT. 


Jack Frost Is Hovering Near the Domain 
of Yellow Jack. 

Brunswick, Ga., November 15.—F rost 
tonight is within eight degrees of Bruns- 
wick. If the slight northwest wind now 
blowing ceases before morning frost will 
form. 

The following officiat .catement was made 
this morning: 

‘The board of health announces that it 
is authorized by Surgeon Murray, of the 
nrarine hospital service, to tender the use 
of Camp Detention, twenty-three miles 
from here, on the Brunswick = and 
Western railroad, ter returning — ref- 
ugees until such time this 
board will deem it proper and for 
them to return here. I‘ood and lodging 
will be provided at the camp by the marine 
hospital service and free transportation 
will be given from the camp to the city.” 

This action on the part of the govern- 
ment is believed to be the direct result of 
Surgeon Murray’s interest in the welfare 
of Brunswickians now absent. He is aware 
of the fact that hundreds of refugees are 
scattered throughout the woods and on the 
islands, totally unprotected from the cold 
and without proper food. At the camp he 
will provide accommodations for 1,000 pev- 
ple and give them meals free of cuarge, 
then bring them on to Brunswick when it 
is safe to return. 

Surgeon Faget has left there for his 
home in New York, the epidemic being 
nearly over. Surgeon Murray will distr.b- 
ute free at once 5,000 pounds of soap among

tier to be the guest of royalty. Verily an 
organization of this kind js not only ealcu- 
lated to put aside all sectionalism, but to 
usher in a universal brotherhood, 

ft is the common of both the 
clergy and the people that much good has 
been accomplished by the meeting of the 
convention in this city. A few things, per- 
haps, may be said in eriticism of the con- 
vention, but nothing seriously to its dis- 
credit. The delegates have all eCyur- 
teous, agreeable, diguified and, to all .ap- 
pearances, thoroughly consecrated.

The Morning Session Was Very Outlet. 

The sudden change of weather yester- 
day, which sent the mercury lower by 10 
degrees than it has been before this year, 
did not lessen one whit of the ardor of the 
Christian Workers, fully five hundred of 
whom were in their seats by fifteen min- 
utes to 9 o'clock.

The n followed a brief service of CONnSe- 
eration. As many as forty delegates arose 
in answer to the invitation of the leader, 
This feature of the aeeting aroused von- 
siderable enthusiasm. 

A song, “In the Secret of His Presence,” 
was then sunz bv Mr. George C. Stebbins. 
who stated that the author of the hymn 
was a converted Brahmin lady in the heart 
of India. 

A Glimpse of the Foreign Field. 

Dr. A. B. Simpson. of New York, was 
next introduced by Chairman Torrey. His 
subject was a “Visit to the Foreign Mis- 
sion Fields.” 

Dr. Simpson, in beginning his talk, sta- 
ted that he had traveled quite extensively. 
He had covered every degree of longitude 
and almost every parallel of latitude. His 
life had been largely devoted to Christian 
labors among who knew little or 
nothing of 4yod. “One of the most inter- 
esting days I ever spent,” said Dr. Simp- 
son, “was umong the Egyptian runs along 
the course of the Nile. I wish I had time 
to tell you of the pyramids, but I must 
uasten On. In Palestine I had the pleasure 
of wa king over the ground that was hal- 
lowed by the footprints of the Savior—the 
mount of Ol ves, the garden of Gethsemane, 
the sea of Galilee and the little town of 
Bethany. I cannot begin to tell you of 
the joy I’ felt in bresthing the atmosphere 
of-that mystie land, where the Savior dwelt 
and to which he is gving to return. I wae 
struck. while in Palestine, with the indica- 
tions that the Jews, in the fulfillment of the 
scriptures. will yet return to the holy Jand. 
There is no doubt, in my mind, as to the 
early fulfillment of this divine prediction. 
The Jew is one of the unmistakable signs 
of the time. Let us pray for Jerusalem. 
the Jew and the Lord’s return. I shall not 
stop to tell of my vis:t to India, to China. 
nor the hours I spent in the shadow of the 
Himalava mountains. I prefer to tell you 
of the grandness of the foreign miss onary 
field. I was gtruek with its immensity 
India is a grand empire—grander than that 
of Cyrus or of. Caesar. has beautiful 
cities. fertile resources and magnificent 
mountains, but the people live in darkness 
and without the word of God. And ther 
is China, the kingdom of the flowers. What 
a glorious m'‘ssionary field do we find in the 
empire of Confucius, where millions ar> 
hunger'ng and thirsting for the bread of 
life. The penplevof China are bright and 
cultured, and zhereouls are worth much 
to the cause of Christ. The people of 
China, however, in their patriotic egotism, 
regard their country as the center of th: 
world, and al] their maps are constructed 
on this idea. America is represented by a 
nere strip. and the rest of the world ja 
small in comparison with China. But it 
seems to me, my friends, that we are guilty 
of the sume narrowness when we keen al’ 
our money in this eeuntry and give nothing 
to the heatiet lands beyond the sea.” 

“Towas struck. tao, with the destitution 
of the heathen lands I visited —destitution 
in the midst of plentv and hunger in the 
midst of sylendor, Millions of people in In- 
dia have only one meal a day and they are 
forced to chew a kind of leaf in order to 
SUPDpress the pangs of hunger. The aver 
age income of many of the poor deluded 
Brahmins is equivalent to only SLO a year 
in American money. I need not tell you 
of the wretchedness into which these 
heathen nations are deceived bv reason of 
their lack of light. Ob. my friends. we 
must send the light of G “i's love to those 
who are dying in the shadows of the globe 

“In Jarman. that most beautiful of all the 
empires, I awas saddened by the realization 
of what a cloud of vice hung over th 
daughters of that fair land. Thousands of 
women in that empire are given to the 
gratification of their evil imnulses. and 
their quilt was practiced without its at- 
Rican Shay Leno Mhay wae nt CS 
tracised by society and their beanty 
was not at all discolored by their passions, 
This was the saddest sight 1 encountered 
in ny trip around the world. 

“But above all, in my travels through 
the east. I was impressed with the uplift- 
ing influence of the Christian religion. 
If there is anything that insures a purity 
of life, gnd a moral heroism, it is the re- 
ligion of Jesys Christ. Wherever it has 
touched it has purified the atmosphere and 
eaused a blossom to grow where formerly 
a thorn had sprung. While it is our duty 
to preach the cause of Christ at home, it 
is also our duty to preach it to the world 
and thus hasten on the glad day of his 
coming.” 

Iwo pravers for the blessing of God to 
rest upon those engaged in the foreign mis- 
sionary fields, were then offered. They 
were offered by Major George A. Hilton 
and Mr. H. P- Beach.

He began by reading an ap- 
propriate extract from the seripture, which 
he quoted the warrant for Christian 
evangelism. 

“During the last few months there have 
been utterances,” said Mr. Williams, ‘“‘di- 
rectly against the evangelist. I have 
only to say that such men do not believe 
in the work of God. They are out of tune 
and out of harmony with the divine plan. 
As you study the word of God, and the 
organization of the church, you must recog- 
nize this important line. The work of the 
evangelist is just as important and just as 
divine at the present day as it was in the 
time of Paul. His work will not be over 
until, in the unity of faith, we approach 
to the fullness of the stature of Christ. 
We are living in the last decade of the 
nineteenth century. It is true the days 
of Paul, and the days of Christ, as he 
labored along the shores of the sea, have 
passed—but the days of the evangelist are 
just as truly with us as they ever were in 
the world’s history. An evangelist, in 
his line of work, is just as important as 
a pastor in his charge, and this I avow in 
spite of the declaration of fossils to the 
contrary. Moody, 
evangelists, has been a lasting benediction 
to this world.

Natural enough is it that 
it should eall for a new chairman of the

THE GOVERNOR'S PROCLAMATION 


Taking Charge of the Property. 
The Law in the Case. 


COLONEL REAVES OF ATHENS AS AGENT, 


He Was Selected Yesterday—The Road to 
Be Run on the Most Economical 
Basis Possibie. 


Georgia is now the owner and operator 
of the Northeastern railroad. 

The governor, acting for the state, for- 
mally seized the property yesterday and ap- 
pointed Coionel R. K. Reaves, of Athens, 
the state's agent in operating the road. 

This action was fully foreshadowed in 
The Constitution several days ago. The 
governor was simply waiting for formal no- 
tice of the default and yesterday morning 
that notice came from Young L. G. Har- 
for the Southern Mutual Insurance 
Company, of Athens. As soou as he re- 
ceived this he at once prepared hig procia- 
mation setting forth all the salient facts in 
the case and taking formal possession of 
the property. That proclamation reads as 
follows: 

The Governor's Proclamation. 
Executive Department, 
1893.—A proclamation. 
Governor of the State 
I have this day been 
informed by the Southern Mutual Insurance 
Company, of Athens, Ga., by and through 
its preswlent, Young L. G. Harris, that suid 
company is the holder of bonds of the North- 
eastern Railroad Company, endorsed by the 
state of Georgia under the provisions of an 
act entitled “an act to open and construct 
a railroad from Athens, Ga., to Clayton, Ga., 
via Clarkesville in Habersham county, oF 
some other point on the Blue Ridge ra. lroad, 
rear Clayton, by the most prac ticable route, 
approved October 27, 1870, in and to the 
amount of twenty-four thousand dollars, aid 

Whereas. I have.been further informed by 
sa.d insurance company, by and through its 
said president, that !t has presented the cou- 
pons for the semi-annual interest on its said 
bonds dué on the first day of November, 1593, 
to said Northeastern Railroad Company for 
payment, and that payment thereof has been 
refused; and 

Whereas, It is provided in the tenth section 
of the aforesaid act that “‘in the event any 
bond or bonds endorsed by the state, us pro- 
vided in the seventh section of _ this 
act; or the interest that may accrue and 
become due thereon, shall not be pa.d by said 
railroad company at maturity or when due, 
it shall be the duty of the governor, on in- 
formation of such default by any holder of 
said bond or bonds. to seize and take pos- 
session of all the property of said railroad 
company and apply the earnings of said 
railroad to the extinguishment of said unpaid 
bond or bonds or coupons, and may, at his 
discretion, upon cont.nued default in such 
payments by said company for a period of six 
months, sell the aaid road and its eyuipments 
and other property belonging to said company, 
or any portion thereof, in such manner and 
at such times as, in his judgment, shall best 
subserve the interest of all concerned; pro- 
vided, that said road shall never d.rectly or 
indirectly be controlled or managed or worked 
by the Central ra.jroad, which, If it oceurs, 
shall forfeit the charter.” 

Therefore 1, William J. Northen, governor of 
suid state, do issue this, my proclamation, 
making known that | have this day seized and 
taken possession of all the property of said 
Northeastern Ra.lroad Company to the end 
that the same, together with all the earning 
of said ratiroad, may be held, disposed of 
and applied as is required by the said tenth 
section of said act; and that Rufus K., 
Reaves has been appointed the agent of the 
State tu receive, take possession of, manage 
and control, subject to from this de- 
partment, all of the property of said railroad 
company seized as aforesaid.

As to the State's Agent. 

It was some time before the appointment 
of Colonel Reaves was determined upon, 
the friends of several other gentlemen urg- 
ing them for the place. 

Among those mentioned were Colonel J. 
W. Robertson, ex4diovernor MeDaniel, 
Hon. Allen D. Candler, Hon. Pope Bar- 
row, Hon. H. H. Carlton and Mr. Milo 
Freeman. None of these were active ap- 
plicants, but friends presented their names 
to the governor. 

Colonel Robertson was in the city and ae 
soon as he heard that his name had been 
used in this connection he called on the gov- 
ernor and declined to allow jt to be consid- 
ered. He could not possibly, he said, de- 
vote the necessary time to the property. 

Upon each delegation that called the gov- 
ernor impressed the fact that the salary 
attached to the position must necessarily 
be small. Mr. Candler’s friends were 
inany, but they said they couldn't think of 
presenting his name if the salary was less 
than $2,000. as he eouldn’t afferd to give 
the matter the necessary attention for Jess. 
The ex-congressman Was not himself a ean- 
didate and his friends felt that they could 
not urge him to accept tle place at such a 
gsipall salary, even if tendered hi 

Ex-Governor McDaniel, Dr. Cariton, Coi- 
onel Barrow and Mr. Freeman were pre- 

sented to the governor as possibil.uies, prob- 
ably without their knowledge. 

All Athens wanted Colone] Reaves ap- 
pointed. He had been ap active faetor in 
securing the road to that then bottled up 
city, and is president of the Northeastern 
Railroad Company. The city council, the 
business men and the people generally 
asked his appointment and it seemed par- 
ticularly appropriate that he should be the 
man. To him the salary was a small jtem, 
as he felt a particular pride in the road and 
believed he could put it on a business basis. 
He consented to serve at the salary, $1,500 
per year, named by the governor, and the 
appointment was gladily made.

AX OFFER TO THE MEN WHO LOST 


But tt Was Rejected and He Goes to the 
Penitentiary or Five Years—A 
Young M.n’s Downfall. 


A quiet-mannered, pale-tinted, sad-eyed 
young man left the Fulton county jail yes- 
terday afternoon for the convict camp at 
the Chattahoochee river to remain live 
years. He shook hands with the jailers 
aud prisoners whuy happened to be around 
in an indifferent way, and walked out 
sady. Every person who was present 
fe@ a strong tinge of pity for the gentle- 
m@niy-looking fellow, and they looked af- 
ter limn as he disappeared with sympathet- 
ic gaze. 

The young man was Charles J. Crane, 
convicted of forgery. and he left the jail 
after a four months’. residence there to 
take up his abode in the convict camps. 
He was extraordinarily quiet and agreea- 
ble during his stay at the jail. "He had lit- 
tle to say, and the look of hopeless appeal 
in his eyes won the ready sympathy of the 
jailers who guve him every privilege con- 
sistent with good order and discipline. 

The story of Crane's troubles is familiar 
to the public, but there is a sequel to it 
that has never been published which in- 
volves a mother’s undying love. Crane 
came to Atlanta a few years ago with fine 
promises. He was quite a young Man and 
came Well recommended from his home in 
Baltimore. He had no trouble in getting 
a Start, and shortly after locating here, 
unirried the daughter of a prominent phy- 
san. le was ambitious aud run his 
business on a lurge scule. He speculated 
and lost, and finally to cover up his losses, 
he committed several forgeries, thinking 
they would never be discovered, cs he 
would make a lucky deal and muke them 
all good. 

Fle lost again and had te fee, lkaving 
something like $20,000 in worthless paper 
behind. He was caught in Cincinnati in 
July and brought back :0 Atlanta. He 
Was tried several days ago and sentenced 
to five years in the penitentiary. He took 
his sentence without a” murmur. 

During his trouble Crane was deser'ed 
by nearly all his old friends, but his mother 
came all the way from Baltimore to stand 
by him. Her courage and devotion have 
been something remarkable. “he is a lady 
of a high sense of right, and she went at 
work at once to make emends for what ber 
son had done and to secure his freedom. 
She bent her efforta to the work of secur- 
ing the money -necessiry to repay the Josses 
euused by Crane’s Vorzeries, 

Urged by her igother’s love she id 1icre 
than almost any other woman could do. 
She Inepaged to raise enough monev to 
pay oo eenuts on the dollar ef ber suns 
losses. A proposition of this kind eras 
made by her to all the gentlemen who had 
suffered from ber son's forgeries. One or 
two of the losers declined, and she was 
forced to give the matier up after having 
worked so faithfully upon it. ~

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A KIND OF SENSATION OVER IT. 


He Teudered His Resignation Uncondi- 
tionally This Time—Other Gossip 
Among Railroad People. 


Major John W. Green will no longer be 
general manager of the Georgia railroad. 

lle bas sent a letter to the authorities 
of the road declaring that he will resign 
uucouditionally and for all time. He has 
been away all the summer on a vacation 
and leave of absence from the office in 
Augusta, and during his absence his place 
has been filled by General Manager 
Scott. 

Major Green was expected to return to 
Augusta from Réchmond, Va., tomorrow 
and resume charge of the office of general 
manager of the Georgia. He sent a letter 
yesterday tothe railroad authorities tcn- 
dering his permanent resignation uncondi- 
tionally, and this means that Acting Gen- 
eral Manager T. K. Scott will be made 
permanent general manager of the Georgia 
railroad. 

The news of the resignation of General 
Manager Green has been a sufprise to 
the railroad world of the southern states, 
for there was no better railroad man in 
the south than he bas always been. His 
management of the Georgia railroad has 
been admirable for all the years that he 
had charge of the affairs of the jine. He 
has a thousand qualifications as a rzilroad 
man und has been a sort of fa her to the 
Georgia. It is Jargely Jue ‘o his efforts 
for the road that it has been uilt up from 
year to year to such repeated sncesses. 
He watched closely the interests cf the 
directors and ran the road so as to make 
it one of the most paying lines og all the 
southern railroads. He had a special turn 
for manipulating labor, and a'l of the 
trainmen have the highest regard for him. 
They look upon him as something more 
than a higher official. They all had the 
highest personal esteem for him, and when- 
ever he told them anything, they were wil- 
ling to abide by it and knew it was correct 
and right. 

Major Green is so well known among the 
railroad men everwhere it 1s needless to Suy 
anything about him here and now as a 
successful manipulator of railroad property. 
He has a record as geveral manager of 
the Georgia such as few railroad men these 
days can show. The road has always paid 
handsomely. Even in the recent disturb- 
ances caused by the pressure of hard times 
upon southern lines, he has held the busi- 
ness ot the Georgia road above dangerous 
and troublesome waters and has earried it 
over the sweeping tide of ruin thut bas 
wrecked so many other lines. 

Acting General Manager T. KX. Scott, 
who will take charge of the Cieorgia with- 
out delay, is also a railroad man who has 
worked his way to the front .iweng rail- 
roud folks in the south. He is a shrewd 
manager, and this could not be better 
shown than by his record for the past few 
months since he has had charge of the “Old 
Reliable.”” He has saved money for the 
directors and = stockholders. All throuch 
the dull times of summer he made the road 
save $15,000 per month. He cut down the 
expenses of the line to meet the :itua- 
tion. 

He is certainly a railroad man of talent 
and many superior qualifications. The di- 
rectors of the Georgia road, waile they will 
reluctantly give up General Manager 
Green, will rest perfectly assured that 
their property is in .safe hands, irdeed. 
with (reneral Manager Scott at the desk. 
He has shown them his ability as a ma- 
nipulator and they have all manner of 
confidence in him.

When the first movement was made in 
the direction of the semi-centennial cele- 
bration, there were a great- many people 
not in favor of it, and the disfavorable 
feelings of not a few, coupled with the 
existing hard times, made it a matter of 
difficulty to place the idea before the cit- 
izens in the proper light. 

Later interest was aroused and the cele- 
bration began to assume such magnitude 
that it was thought that more time would 
be needed. Day by day the magnificence 
of the plans increased, and the scale on 
which it was to be given enlarged to such 
an extent that the semi-centenpnial celebra- 
tion took on an unexpected magnitude. 
Citizens responded prompty to the appeals 
of the canvassing committee, and the 
growth of the movement became marvel- 
ous. It was soon evident that more time 
would be needed in order that something 
entirely in proportion with the importance 
of the occasion could be prepared.

At the last meeting of the Pioneer's So

Helen Poyas Barns 
to Death. 


HER MOTHER'S STRUGGLE TO SAVE HER. 


Mrs. Poyss’s Hands Frightfully Burned in 
Her Efforts to Extinguish 
the Flames. 


bright, plump, ianghing, 
the five-year-old idol of her parents, and 
the pet of the neighbors, met a horrible 
death by burning yesterday. 

She was the oldest child of J. 11. Poyas, 
a boiler maker, employed at the East Ten-

nessee shops, who lives in a pretty litile | 


cottage at 5U Eads street, just off Ira street. 
She was exceptionally bright and pretty, 
and was known by every one living in the 
Vicinity of her home. One of the neigh- 
bors said yesterday that the little gir, had 
just become large enough to run errands for 
her mother, and all the people around were 
familiar with her sweet face. 

The extreme cold caused an unusually 
large fire to be built in the sitting room 
of the Poyas cottage yesterday morning, 
and Mrs. Poyas and her little girl remained 
Gose around it after Mr. Poyas went to 
his work. About 9:30 o'clock Mrs. Poyas 
stepped out of the room a moment, leay- 
ing ber daughter seated by the brignt, blaz- 
ing fre in the grate. Not the first shadow 
of the terrible catastrophe at hand, 
crossed her mind. 

She bad hardly been absent from, 
ruom five minutes when she heard little 
Helen screaming distressfully. She ran 
into the room adjoining and plainly heard 
the child shrieking with pain and calling 
tor her. 

Mrs, Poyas burst iuto the room and a 
fearful sight met her eyes. A_ btazing 
nimbus of fire entirely encircled little Hel- 
en, and was devouring her clothing with 
terrific fury. ‘To the eves of the astound- 
ed mother it appeared as if the flames were 
consuming her child, and beedless of her- 
self she gathered Helen in her arms, at- 
tempting to smother the blaze. 

The child’s screams and writhings, the 
mother’s desperate struggle with the flames 
und the leaping, cracking, spreading blaze 
made up a scene horrible to witness. The 
mother fought as only a mother can, but 
the fire was too much for her. W ith fran- 
tic haste she tore the burning clothing from 
the child, togsing it in blazing strips in 
every dircetion. When the last vestige 
of clothing was torn from the child she 
was 2 spectacle horrible to see. Her body 
ind limbs were scorched and blackened and 
her face was crisp with burns. 

Sick with the horror of the situation, 
Mrs. Poyas ran out and called for help, 
quickly returning to her child. Her own 
hands and arms had been horribly burned, 
but it was nothing compared to the fright- 
ful disfiguration of the little child. The 
mother did not appear to be sensible of her 
own wounds in her anxiety for ber idoliz- 
ed) ebild. 

Drs. Crow, Davis and Gregory were call- 
ed in, but an examination told their prac- 
ticed eves that the fire had done fatal work. 
They bandaged the hands of the agonized 
mother and did all in their power to re- 
lieve the sufferings of the dying child. 

At no time during the morning did the 
physicians hope to save the life of the tit- 
tle virl. and at 2:30 o’clock im the after- 
moon, she died. A great crowd had gather- 
e1 about the cottaxe where the frightful 

tragedy had been enacted, and exhiMtions 
of sorrow and grief were extremely touch- 
ing. 

Nothing is known of the manner 
which the echild’s clothing caught fire. It 
ix supposed that she walked too close to 
the fire and her skirt caught from the grate.

What Some of the Atlanta Physicians 
Have to Say 


AS TO IT BEING MADE A LAW, 


Some Favor tt While Others Condemn 
It—Several Interesting Interviews 
Upon the Subject. 


The medical bill which is now being so fuily 
discussed, Doth by the medical profession and 
tue general judiciary coinmittee of the Geor- 
g.a iture, is attracting much attention. 

Tie D1 as or.gina.ty drafted prov.ded that 
4 state board of examiners be appo.nied for 
the purpose of passing Upon the medicai ab,i- 
ity vf every graduaie locating in the state. 
The bili also sets forth a ciause to the effect 
that every medicai cui. wW.th.n the coa- 
fines of Georgia be requ.red to — a three- 
year course of instruct.on. a iMe t.me the 
Dbe.l Was presenicd the ‘s throu; ghout tue 
State were teaching a two-vear course. Prior 
to the introduction of the bia the majoricy of 
the medical assoc.atious ithrougbout tae gortb 
and east had adupred uUh.s rime.

Dr. Powell, the able presidemt of the South-

yesterday and asked to give his views upon 
the matter. He said: ‘*‘Ac the last session of 
the .eg.siature [ opposed the bil to require 
ail medical colleges in Georgia to teach three 
terms before graduating students, My first 
objection to me bs.l was origifated and 
brought out then, as L becived it to be brought 
forth without proper respecc vo the profes- 
sion of the state. I[ wil. now state other rea- 
sons. First, for the past thirty years Atlanta 
has been accused of having a ring whose ob- 
ject was the contro.ling of the profession 
throughout the state. L opposed the clause 
Which required a three-year term for the 
foliowing reasons: That a convention of the 
southern coilegesa had been calied to meet in 
Nashvfiie u few momths after this time and 
one of its objects was to discuss the necessity 
and the importance of making the course three 
termnS instead of two. When the members of 
the associations p:edged themselves to adopt 
the three-year course, then I withdrew my 
object.on from the fact of it putting us on an 
equal ‘basis. My object in opposing the first 
bil. and favoring the one now before the leg- 
islsture and provide as good factiiities for the 
instruction of scientific physicians were good 
and honest. When all of the eovieges come in 
and teach three years, then I w.li be per- 
fectly satisfied, for that is a+i I could ask.’’ 

It is understood that Senator Norwood has 
been in town for the purpose of fighting, the 
bil ‘when it comes up.

We feel, IT assure you. that Wwe are aet- 
ing fairly and justiv to ail and I hope the 
pubic will so recognize it.” 

Dr. Witlam Perrin Nicolson, when asked 
to say something in reference to the bill, re- 
marked: “I hene mv position in the matter is 
fully known. I favor the passage of the bili 
and wi'l exert my De ‘st efforts in its interest, 
When the b'll is analyzed carefully bv the teg- 
islature, I feel no hesitanev in saving a fa- 
vorabie result w'll immediately follew. It is 
on'y a matter of time when the bill will be
